as certain as anything can be that the 
man upon whom falls the task of har-

THE WRONG REMEDY. 
A usually well informed Paris cor­ 
respondent of the New York Times, 
Mr. 
Walter 
Duranty, 
sends to his 
newspaper a very interesting account 
of French opinion with regard to the 
most important of Europe’s and per­ 
haps the world's problems— the prob­ 
lem of Russia. 
If his summary is cor­ 
rect, it will not bring joy to those who 
had hoped that the collapse of the 
W ran gel 
movement 
would 
bring a 
radical change in the French position. 
Instead, the French are, according to 
Mr. Duranty, more firmly convinced 
than ever of the correctness of their 
attitude, which is summed up by Mr. 
Duranty as follows: 
“The French believe, that the rule 
of the Bolsheviki is abhorent to the 
great mass of the Russian people, but 
they have seen attempt after attempt 
of the anti-Bolsheviki fail completely, 
and their information goes to show 
that expectation of any internal revo­ 
lution against Bolshevist tyranny is 
not to be seriously entertained. 
Rightly or wrongly there is a pretty 
strong impression in France that these 
views are also 
held 
by the United 
States, with perhaps 
one 
important 
difference. 
The French judge from 
the American note to Italy about Rus­ 
sia and from various 
other 
sources 
that America generally believes the 
Bolshevik! cannot last, and that there­ 
fore it is a mistake 
to 
meddle with 
Russia now or in the near future. 
“This view obtained here also some 
months ago, but now it is thought that 
on the contrary the Bolshiviki are too 
strongly established 
for the 
cowed 
and dejected Russian people to react 
against them. Nor do the French put 
faith in the alternative hope that the 
Bolshevist attitude might be modifi­ 
ed as time goes on. 
This appears to 
be the impression in England, but the 
French object that the Bolshevik are 
not a political body in the ordinary 
sense, but rather a band of fanatics 
inspired by almost religious faith in 
their own doctrine, and that their ad­ 
herence to it has only crystalized iyid 
become more uncompromising.’’ 
It is quite probable that this French 
picture of Russia is correct. 
The the­ 
ory that a comparatively small ruling 
class cannot long control a vast un­ 
willing population will not stand the 
test of history. 
The thing has been 
done again and again. 
But while the 
French view of the present status in 
Russia is probably correct in essen­ 
tials, it is hard to approve of the rem­ 
edy which the French favor. 
If Mr. 
Duranty is correct 
the 
French are 
more than ever in favor of combined 
military effort 
by the 
Western na­ 
tions, including 
America, 
to 
over­ 
throw the Moscow regime. 
Most 
thoughtful 
Americans

doubtedly feel that everything which

years demonstrates the folly of such a 
course.

Lieutenant Drew, and his crew' of 
tw enty are sleeping off the exhaus­ 
tion caused by a wild 28-hour strug­ 
gle which foliow’ed the crashing of 
Hie huge dirigible into a hill Thurs­ 
day night. 
Three of the R-34’s five motors 
were put out of com m ission in the 
crash and both forward aud aft cars 
were 
partly 
wrecked. 
A strong 
wind drove 
the 
craft 
rapidly to­ 
wards the sea and the successful 
fight of the crew' to turn the dis­ 
abled craft and beat back to the 
base at Hbwden is hailed as one of 
the most remarkable aeronautic ex­ 
ploits in British history.

accident, 
which occurred in a practice flight, 
th6 crew took an inventory of the 
damage done. Finding that the two 
uninjured motors would suffice to 
make headway and also to operate 
the radio, Lieutenant Drew report­

RISING TIDE OF 
UNEMPLOYED IN 
GREAT BRITAIN 


DEMAND TD BE 
MADE FOR RELEASE 
OF AMERICANS 


London, Jan. 31.—British labor 
has 
gained a g^eat advance in 
w ages as w ell as a further short 
ening of working hours 
during 
1920 but the new' year begins with 
a rising tide of unemployment. 
Increases in wages during 1920 
have amounted 
to nearly 
5,000- 
000,000 pounds and affected 7,547.- 
000 workers. 
A labor correspodent of the Liv­ 
erpool Post says, however, that 
“it is probably a m odest estim ate 
to say that the whole of these 
wage increases have been swept, 
away by unem ploym ent and un­ 
deremployment. 
For exam ple, the 
textile w'orkers to the number of 
1,053,00 received, in the 
earlier 
months of the year, advances in 
W'ages totaling 580,900 pounds a 
week. 
The 
greater 
number 
of 
m ills are nowr running only three 
days a week and it is well w ithir 
the mark to put the loss from ur.- 
der-employment 
at 
1,000,000 
pounds a week. 
“In 
the engineering and 
ship­ 
building industries 1.202,00 work­ 
ers received advances to 
the 
amount of 429,500 pounds a w'cek 
but here again the w age advance 
has been more than lost by un­ 
em ploym ent 
and 
undcr-cmploy- 
ment. 
Dock workers have b a l the 
sam e sorry experience, and the 
lesson which it carries is that in 
com petitive trades the wage-earn­ 
ing power can only be maintained 
on an output 
of 
corresponding 
value.” 
During the year 553.700 workers 
have obtained an aggregate 
ed­ 
uction of 2.071,200 hours a week. 
Although there have been more 
industrial disputes thai} in 1919, 
the number of working days lost 
by strikes shows a 
diminution. 
There w*ere 1.563 disputes during 
the year 1920, involving 1,952,000 
workers and 26,567.000 days were 
lost, the latter being swelled by 
the coal strike, iu October

This is the gist of a report 
made to the American federation 
of teachers by Field Secretary Jos­ 
ephine Colby here yesterday. 
“One of the main reasons^ 
for 
the desertion of farms 
by 
young 
and forward looking married cou­ 
ples is that country schools cannot 
compare under existing conditions, 
with city schools in 
giving chil­ 
dren opportunity for development,” 
she said. 
“A survey of the situation shows 
that even now when unemployment 
and wage cuts are more prevalent 
in the cities there has been no cor­ 
responding slump in the shift of the 
rural population to the urban cen­ 
ters. 
Country 
and 
small 
town 
schools continue to grow worse be­ 
cause their trained teachers go 
to 
the larger cities where higher pay 
prevails and because the teachers 
they secure are far 
more 
poorly 
prepared than ever before. 
“Since the teacher shortage 
be­ 
came so acute the large cities have 
surpassed the rural districts in rais­ 
ing salaries with the result that 
they have drawn practically all the 
competent teachers away from the 
‘little red school house.’ 
“The average salary of teaciiers 
in one-room rural schools is 
less 
than $600 per year. Tennessee, for 
instance, has an average of 
$258 
per teacher years 
and 13 states 
rank below' that. 
Pennsylvania re­ 
ports a lack of 78 per cent in rural 
and 
elementary 
teachers. 
This 
means that country children suffer 
in comparison with city children. 
“This wrong will not be righted 
until country districts offer extra 
compensation for the inconvenience 
their teachers must undergo. What 
teacher will remain in the rural dis­ 
tricts ‘boarding around,’ walking to 
school in country 
mud, 
enduring 
rigorous weather, w hen she can get 
better pay, higher cultural environ­ 
ment and greater comforts 
in

city?”

Those convicted with Berger In 
the federal court at Chicago were 
Adolph (termer, national secretary 
of the party; 
William F. Kruse, * 
editor of the Young Socialist mag­ 
azine: J. Louis Engdahl, and Irwin 
St. John Tucker. 
Berger and the other four men 
were convicted under the section 
prohibiting attem pts to cause in­ 
subordination and disloyalty in the 
naval and military forces and each 
was fined and 
given 
sentences 
ranging from IO to 20 years im­ 
prisonment. 
The appeal was brought to tho 
supreme court on the ground that 
Judge Kenesaw Mountain Landis, 
who presided at the 
trial, 
had 
shown personal bias and prejudice 
against the defendants. 
The court divided six to three, 
Justices Day, Pitney and McRey- 
nolds 
dissenting. 
The 
majority 
opinion held that the affidavits of 
prejudice filed by Berger against* 
Judge 
Landis 
was 
sufficient to 
have caused his 
withdrawal from 
the case and that 
Judge 
Landis 
himself was not justified in pass­ 
ing on th e affidavit. 
Judge Day, who filed a dissent­ 
ing opinion held, however, that the 
mere filing of an affidavit could 
not be accepted as Abe unfairness 
of .the judge. 
The Berger affidavit 
“should not he taken at face value,” 
he said, “because the facts therein 
had been made solely on informa­ 
tion and belief” as no attempt was 
made to substantiate them.

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MR. ROOT ON DISARMAMENT. 


There is much wisdom in Mr. Root's 
pronouncement regarding the 
ques­ 
tion of disarmament and it is to be 
hoped that his advice 
will 
not be 
thrown away. 
He perceives the nec­ 
essity Of bringing 
about 
‘'a general 
agreement*’ regarding disarmament, 
but he declares that “it is plainly im­ 
practicable to accomplish this before 
the change 
of administration.” 
He 
says that “the precise method of pro­ 
cedure ought to be determined after 
and not before Mr. Harding and Ms 
secretary of state have had an oppor­ 
tunity to inform themselves and to 
reach conclusions as to the way which 
affords ^ e best prospect of success.” 
Any attempt at action now, he thinks, 
“might prove to be just the wrong 
thing and might create 
obstacles to 
success instead of helping it along.” 
It is altogether probable that in 
making this last point Mr. Root had in 
mind the Borah resolution for a naval 
holiday on the 
part 
of the United 
States, Great Britain and Japan? Cer­ 
tainly the objection which he makes to 
action at the present time, before the 
new administration comes in, reveals 
him as opposing the Borah proposal 
which has just received the endorse­ 
ment of the senate. It is important to 
note, too, that Mr. Root, in affirming 
the necessity of accomplishing disarm­ 
ament, says that there should be “a 
general agreement.” This also throws 
out the Borah plan, so far as he is con­ 
cerned, for that plan proposes not a 
general 
agreement 
but 
a 
special 
agreement among only three nations. 
With respect to the point which Mr. 
Root especially emphasizes— namely 
the advisability of waiting until the 
new president and 
his secretary of 
state have had time to inform them­ 
selves regarding 
the 
problem 
and 
reach conclusions as to the best way 
to proceed— there is little doubt that 
this is sound advice. No disarmament 
program which is not based upon firm 
and broad foundations can succeed, 
and in laying those foundations a vast 
number of things have to be consider­ 
ed. 
In a' very real sense, most of the 
League of Nations 
Covenant 
was a 
inundation for disarm am ent, and it 
took a long time to build the Cove­ 
nant. 
Much the same processes will have 
to be gone through with again and 
Mr. Root knows that this will take 
time. 
Perhaps he foresees that large 
portions of the 
foundation already 
laid by Mr. Wilson will have to be 
utilized by.Mr. Harding if disarma­ 
ment is to become 
a 
fact, 
and 
he 
knows that the time is not ripe for 
this yet and will not be ripe until the 
new administration, 
having 
studied 
for itself the 
complex 
questions in­ 
volved, is itself convinced that some 
of the very things which followers 
have been damning are absolutely es­ 
sential things 
which 
it will have to 
adopt. 
The extent of Mr. R oofs influence 
in his party as at present constituted 
and directed is problematical, but it 
seems likely that his advice in regard 
to this great question of disarmament 
will have sufficient weight to prevent 
the hasty and 
I^lf-baked 
schemes 


which have been launched from get­ 
ting very far. 
A false start, like the 
Borah proposal, at this time might, by 
its failure, eliminate all possibility of 
making any real progress towards dis­ 
armament in the near Alture.

A DASH OF ROOSEVELT NEEDED.

From the mordent of Mr. Harding’s 
election, the knottiest of his imme­ 
diate problems was the selection of a 
secretary of state. 
Some interesting 
light on 
Mr. 
Harding’s 
difficulties 
with the 
problem is now 
becoming 
available. After long deliberation, he 
had fixed on Mr. Charles E. Hughes. 
It will be recalled that semi-official 
announcement of 
Mr. 
Hughes’s se­ 
lection was made some time ago, and 
it was said that the formal announce­ 
ment would follow in a few days. 
But the formal announcement did 
not come, and, in spite of many urgent 
pleas that Mr. Harding’s choice of a 
foreign minister be made known in or­ 
der to clehr up in some measure the 
existing uncertainty regarding our for­ 
eign policy, the country is still with­ 
out information on the 
subject. 
In­ 
deed, it is now understood that Mr. 
Hughes has not been selected for the 
post; and it now 
appears that the 
abandonment— or at least the post­ 
ponement— of the plan to tender the 
portfolio of state to him is due to the 
opposition of fellator Penrose. 
The Brooklyn Eagle, inquiring why 
Mr. 
Penrose 
is 
opposed 
to 
Mr. 
Hughes’s 
appointment, 
answers its 
own inquiry by giving the character 
and independence of Mr. Hughes as 
the reason. 
“He is under no obligar 
tion to Mr. Penrose or the sen a#riai 
group that dictated the Harding nomi­ 
nation,” says the Eagle, 
which con­ 
tinues as follows: “By letting it be 
known that he favored Mr. Hughes, 
the president-elect won 
praise from 
the whole country. 
He will sacrifice 
all he has gained if he begins his ad­ 
ministrate n by permitting the senate 
to make his cabinet for him.” 
Perhaps 
the 
Eagle 
exaggerates 
when it gives the impression that Mr. 
Hughes is the country’s favorite for 
the state portfolio. He would make a 
. good secretary of state, but there are 
plenty of people who think that Mr. 
Root would make an even better one. 
But Mr. Harding has 
now 
allowed 
himself to be put in such a position 
that if he appoints Root he will be ac­ 
cused of yielding to Penrose and the 
Old Guard who are said to be urging 
Mr. Root’s selection because of their 
fear pf Hughes. 
Mr. Harding’s eulogists dwell upon 
his resemblance to McKinley. 
If he 
had a little of Roosevelt in him, he 
would have named his secretary of 
state long ago and would not now be 
in a pickle over the question.

BRINDEL!. FOUND 6UILTY

New York, Feb. 4.—Robert P. 
Bendell, president of the building 
trades council last night was found 
guilty of the charge of extortion 
from builders by a jury in Justice * 
McAvoy’s court here. 
Brindell was 
remanded to the 
Tombs prison, where he will re­ 
main until Tuesday, when sentence 
will be passed upon him. The mix- 
imum penalty is fifteen years im­ 
prisonment. 
The courtroom was crowded with 
the defendant’s friends, who surg­ 
ed forward to shake his hand as he 
was taken to the Tombs. The ^ury 
had been out one hour and twenty 
minutes.

Justice McAvoy, presiding at th™ 
criminal term of the supreme court 
in his instructions told 
the

men they must confine their delib­ 
erations to but one transaction al­ 
leged to have passed between Brin- 
deli and Mix Aronson, a manufac­ 
turer, and must disregard evidence 
alleging the defendant had extort­ 
ed payments from others.
